1905 seems likely to exceed by many 
million dollars that of any preceding 
year. The nine-mouth statement end- 
ing •with. Spetember, issued by the 
Department of Commerce and Labor 
through 
Us Bureau of Statistics, 


shows that the shipments from the 
TJnited .States ot'Its noncontiguous 
territory amounted: to 
$36,552,174, 


against $29,929,079 in the correspond- 
ing months of the preceding year, an 
increase of GMi million dollars, and 


in the nine months ending with 


September o£ the present year; .those 
to the Hawaiian Islands in the nine 
months of 1S97 were 
$3,766,2GS, 


against ?S,9CS,049 -in the correspond- 
ing months of the present year,'"and 
those to the Philippine Islands in the 
nine months of' 1S97, $54,660, against 
$4,483,537 for the 
nine months of 


the present year. In addition to the 
above, there are small shipments to 
and from the smaller islands—Guam, 
Midway, 
Tutuila, etc. To Tutuila 


during" the nine months ending with 
September, 1905, the shipments1 were 
$58,296; 
to 
the 
Midway- 
Islands, 


$7,859. 


As to the character, of the. articles 


entering into this trade with the non- 
contiguous territory of the United 
States, -which promises to amount to 
125 million dollars during the present 
year, it may be said that the chief 
item of shipments from the Hawaiian 
Islands is sugar, which amounted in 
that period to 
$33,113,471 of 
raw 


sugar and $1,752,791 of refined. This 
trade in shipments, of refined' sugar 
from Hawaii to the United States is 
quite new 
and 
aggregated in the

pounds, while the record 'of 'the cor-

This increase'In the trade above re- 


ferred to is found in the movements 
of commerce/to and from each of the 
important areas in question, except 
dn the single instance of merchandise 
shipped from Alaska to the United 
States.

NATIONAL PARK IN GEORGIA 


Movement InuuKUTtUed to Set .M>»rt 


Bnttleflclda Near AUantn. 


A movement is on foot to incorporate 


the battlefields around, Atlanta, where 
fell so many brave soldiers of the con- 
federacy, and. where expired so many 
gallant men of the Uniou, into a nation- 
al military park, says a special dispatch, 
from Atlanta to the St. Louis Republic. 


A bill has been introduced in con- 


gress asking for legislation and carry- 
ing nu appropriation o£ .f200,000 • for 
the purchase of the property, which in- 
cludes the three; battlefields around the 
city—that of .Peachtree creek,, fought 
July 20, 1864: that of Atlanta, fonglit 
July;22, and that of Ezra church, fought 
July"28. It. is proposed 'not.'only to 
make parks .out of the old fields; but 
to liulld boulevards connecting all the 
fields. The improvements ou the bat- 
tlefields will be similar to those made 
on the fields of Manassas. Sbiloh, Get- 
tysburg, Vicksburg nud Chlckamauga. 
' Since the battles around Atlanta were 
nmong the most importaut of the mili- 
tary operations .during "the war, it 
would seem natural that these fields 
should be next ID order for considera- 
tion, 
i 


The battle of Atlauta was fought 


near, what is now East. Atlanta, iu De- 
Kalb county. 
"With that battle the 


campaign practically cuded. The cas'.v 
nities in the buttle ou both sides were 
104;000 men 
killed, 
captured 
and 


wounded. The battle determined the 
fall of the city of Atlanta on Sept. 2, 
1SC4, which later enabled General Sher- 
man and General Grant to uuite their 
forces after the fall of Fort Fisher. 
These events led Hip to the surrender 
of General Lee and settled the fate of 
the confederacy. 


--Military ppcrations around..Atlanta 
make the fields worthy of being pre- 
served as a matter of historic interest 


It is the plan of;, those behiud the 


movement to have tho three fields cou- 
uected by a great driveway. Tho 
driveway will probably pass through 
West End, Lakevlow, Fort IfcPherson, 
Grant park,'East Atlanta, Inman pork, 
Ponce de Leon park, Piedmont park, 
mid thence;to Peuchtree park',' filially 
ending at Ezra church. The boulevard 
would run along the.lilies of military. 
operations without deviation. All along 
the boulevard would be points of mili- 
tary and historical interest.
